All this is done in National schools 
managed by Roman Catholics, while in 
Protestant schools we are not even allowed 
to hang a correct copy of the Ten Com- 
mandments on the school walls. The only 
copy we can use is one which was made 
about 80 years ago under the influence 
of the late Archbishop Murray, and which 
was mutilated by omitting the phrase about 
bowing down to images. 

Until recent years we have always had 
a peaceful Sabbath in Ulster, but under the 
shadow of their triumph Roman Catholics 
now come into our peaceful Protestant 
villages and parade the streets during the 
hour of Divine service, and hold sports and 
dances under the patronage of their priests.

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The National Crisis: The Day of Prayer. 


Tus World's Evangelical Alliance, being a 
representative body, has been called upon to 
exercise its influence in times of national 
rejoicing or sorrow, of crisia and anxiety. 
The fact of the widespread confidence which 
the Alliance enjoys was demonstrated by the 
response made to the appeal of its Council to 
Charches and Christiags generally to observe 
Tuesday, April 2ist, as@ Hay of special Prayer 
for the Natitm. Although called at short 
notice, the excellent machinery which the 


Alliance possesses to give effect to such a 


call secured a quick response. Beyond West- 
minster, where a central united meeting was 
held, the Day of Prayer was heartily taken 
up, not only by the arrangement of united 


meetings, but at the family altar and in 


private devotions, where the particular needs 
of our Nation at a period of emphasised 
anxiety were laid before the God of Nations. 
It is significant that, as we write, a comment

denly become interested and take sides. 
After a time, divisions are so clearly marked 
that friends separate, and the conflict of 
ideals in one sphere of thought leads to walk 
ing apart. It is said that in a Canadian river 
two streams one milky white from the 
glacier and the other clear and pellucid 
from a spring—fiow together in the same 
channel without mingling their waters. 
They are both composed of the same 
element—a difference in specific gravity 
keeps them separate. Later in their course 
they mingle and become one. So it really 
is with those who are in Christ. They may 
seem to be kept apart by differences that 
are obvious but are not vital. They are 
capable of union when they work side by 
side and follow the same route. We have 
often thought that if we could only grasp 
this fact our bitternesses would disappear. 
We are placed in a world that needs 
for its regeneration the united effort of 
all who are devoted to the Master. We 
honestly differ, and think at times that our 
conflicts are irreconcilable. If we are one 
in Him, the causes that keep us apart will 
assume their right proportion. To-day 
the clash of party spirit drowns too often 


the still small voice of God in the soul. 


Men magnify the noise, and forget the 
Eternal who speaks low in our hearts. 
There are strifes that may be avoided, 
and there are oppositions that cannot be 
averted. Let us place as much as we can 
in the first class, and when we reach 
ultimate warfare of principles, we shall 
often see that what we considered to be 
all important is of little real permanent 
moment.

Now he finds that his followers 
in the line of criticism are not content with 
attacking Scripture, they have laid hands on 
the Creeds and claim the right to interpret 
them in a non-natural sense. He says 
truly “ that the liberty of an officer in any 
society is not the same, and cannot be the 
same, as the liberty of a citizen and a 
scholar. The officer who finds himself un- 
happily brought to a conclusion the opposite 
of some fundamental principle of his society 
is bound to resign his office.” He is con- 
vinced that men who do not accept the 
Virgin Birth or the Resurrection of our Lord 
Jesus Christ as a fact are incapable of being 
faithful ministers of the New Covenant.

We do 
not know, however, the whole of the facts 
and the full value of spiritual experience, 
and yet we are aware that there is a com- 
mon element in all spiritual experience. 
This is the case, but how are we to disen- 
tangle that common element and set forth 
the best way of realising its unity in 
practice? Weare aware that nothing but 
conscious untruth can interfere with the 
working of the Spirit of God in the soul 
of man, but we also know that untruth, 
although unconsciously held, will in the 
long run break down spiritual experiences 
in the community, and will become con- 
scious to individuals, leaving their ex- 
perience at the mercy of a t reaction.

This is a very natural 
opinion for a Roman Catholic writer 
familiar with the growth of unscriptural 
dogma within his own communion, but 
nothing is further from the mind and 
practice of the early Church, which judged 
truth and error by the plain teaching of 
Holy Writ. To-day men endeavour to 
escape the charge of heresy by dwelling on 
the additions that have been made to faith, 
and appeal to what they think should be 
believed in accordance with the teaching of 
modern science or philosophy. They arrive 
at beliefs and declare that they are com- 
patible with vital Christianity, no matter 
how much they are out of keeping with the 
creed of Christendom. Such men assert 
that they are going back to the fountain head 
and are therefore far removed from heresy. 
As we read their pleas in favour of a non- 
miraculous Christianity that knows nothing 
of the Virgin Birth or of the Resurrection 
of our, Lord, we fail to reconcile their 
opinions with those of the New Testament 
writers. We are struck by the claims made 
on orthodoxy by those who hold these 
opinions, but the orthodoxy they advance 
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The more like Christ we 
our life is in Christ we learn what Truth 
and Love really are. 
Heresy. In the twentieth century 
we hear much of heresy, and 
as we read our Press we are struck by the 
freedom with which the term is used. A 
French Modernist says that in the early 
Church the heretics were the real orthodox 
who had refused to move with the institu- 
tional declarations of belief. As Christianity 
moulded the Church, or, to be accurate, as 
the Church became more and more a great 
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is simply their own interpretation of what 
Christianity ought to be, as distinct from 
the plain message of the Gospels. Their 
Christianity is as far removed from what 
our Lord taught as that of the Roman 
Church is from the simple message of the 
primitive faith. 


Two Carrents There are two tendencies 
of Thought. at work in the Reformed 
Churches. One leads men 
back to superstitious practices which give 
them comfort. They think that if they 
adopt beliefs that are widely prevalent they 
will possess peace by giving food to certain 
parts of their nature. Accordingly they 
find it easy to accept sacerdotal concep- 
tions of the ministry which carry with them 
the power of absolution and make their 
possessors able to work a miracle at the 
Lord's Table. Worship is accompanied by 
ritual acts that add dignity to services and 
do much to céntre attention in the acts, in- 
. stead of leading the mind to God. The 
other tendency, while abborring the dog- 
matism of the inevitable result of accepting 
the sacerdotal view, falls back upon every 
man framing for himself a body of belief 
which is true for him without regard to the 
objective truth of the Creed. Its disciples 
may believe as much or as little as they like, 
and they may be practical rationalists or 
advanced ritualists; the great thing is the 
man holds that which suits him, and his 
temperament in its self-satisfaction makes 
his religion true. The hold on history is 
lost and Christianity ceases to be a historical 
religion revealed in the Person of its Founder 
as set forth in the pages of the New Testa- 
ment. We believe that both these concep- 
tions are out of touch with fundamental 
realities. Our Lord came into a world pre- 
for His advent. He became incarnate 
in the fulmess of time, and His life, death, 
and resurrection are recorded for us in the 
divinely inspired narratives of the Evan- 
gelists, and His teaching was expounded by 
men inspired by the Holy Ghost in the 
other books of the New Testament.

reading of the Scriptures, tradition 
on an equality with the ired Word, 
teaches doctrines that are fundamentally 
at war with the teaching of the Apostolic 
Church, and in its discipline makes claims 
and demands acceptance of a system that 
is destructive of individual responsibility, 
which is plainly taught in the New Testa- 
ment. As long as this is the case it is the 
duty of Evangelical Christendom to face 
facts, and to do all in its power to remedy 
the defective morality, and bring into touch 
with Bible Truth those who live under the 
sway of Rome. It is especially its obliga- 
tion to strive to win for Christ those who 
have lapsed into pronounced unbelief 
through the rejection of what is true as 
well as of what is demonstrably false in its 
teaching. . 

We are continually attacked on account 
of our divisions. We know they exist, and 
regret the bitterness and the alienation 
they have produced. Our heart's desire is 
that brethren should dwell together in 
unity. But this unity must be a anity that 
is a real permanent factor in life, based upon 
a common faith, and conserved by a united 
love to our Lord and Master. The unity 
does not involve identity of organisation, 
but it implies a recognition of membership 


in the Church of Christ of all who love aud 


serve Him faithfully. It does not imply 
that each Church member should consider 
that his Church organisation is inferior to 
that of his neighbour, or that it is superior 
but every Christian should see that it is 
not the organisation which is important, 
but the Truth the organisation enshrines, 
and, with eyes fixed on that, we all should 
see ourselves one in Him who is Truth 
incarnate. In this spirit alone can we 
attain that unity which makes us funda- 
mentally and inalienably one: a unity 
that moves on the poles of Truth and Love, 
and is not ashamed to manifest itself before 
men. 

There is a spirit abroad tending to depre- 
ciate the importance of fundamental unity 
based on the Faith of the Gospel, and to 
dwell too much on a unity which is merely 
ecclesiastial and sentimental. Men are 
afraid to say anything that would block the 
way to union with Rome, and are ready in 
another direction to accept men whose 
doctrines are incompatible with essential 


Christianity as understood by the Aposties, 
who listened to the Saviour and followed 
His guidance. Let us not deceive ourselves. 
The day will come when, by the touch of 
some Ithuriel spear, they will see that their 
dreams of union with Rome are the 
nations of thinkers who have been blinded 
by ecclesiastical sentiment that hes 
them dull to see facts as facts. R 
have nothing to do with them except at 
price, and that price they cannot pay.

Fellowship. 


Vun as a factor in Christian life, 
fellowship is essential for its healthy 
development. For what a man owes to his 
neighbour is only second to what he owes 
to God; and the proportion in which he 
fulfils the latter will be the measure in 
which he will recognise the other. The 
Church has long discovered that the seclu- 
sion of the eremite neither produces nor is 
produced by the highest ideals of true 
religion. It may be an exaggeration to say 
that spifitual life is dependent on fellowship, 
but it is certain that Christian fellowship 
will exist and extend just as that life begins 
with and develops in accordatice with 


Spirit-given truth. This will be evident if. 


the meaning of the term be examined. For 
this, of course, we turn to the New Testa- 
ment. The word generally translated fel 
lowship in the R.V. occurs sixteen times 
in the Acts and Epistles, and is twice 
rendered “ communion” and twice “ contri- 
bution.” Its cognate verb, noun, and 
adjective, which are found twice in the 
Gospels and seventeen times in the Epistles, 
convey the similar idea of sharing or 
partaking, as, . g., in the murder of the 
prophets, the ownership of a boat, inter- 
course with things spiritual or sinful, in 
the conditions of a common humanity, in 
the elements of the Lord's Supper, in the 
Divine nature, is the coming Glory. But as 
this participation is also a privilege shared 
with others, and as the idea of mutual 
relationship thereby becomes prominent, 
the word acquires a more general sense, 
expressing the association of those who are 
united by common interests. | 

To a large extent, therefore, it is a re-

This may 
not, and should not, affect their relations as 
Christians or as members of a Church, but 
it will surely affect their united action, in 
proportion to the subject and extent of the 
divergence ; and the more so if it is to each 
a matter of conscience. 

Those who maintain that right of private 
judgment, which is part of our Reformation 
heritage, are more liable to this danger of 
divergence than those who are bound by a 
stricter discipline. Yet the frequent taunt 
made against Evangelicals, on however 


' high authority, is one-sided. The growth 


and consolidation of our great societies 
could never have been effected by ropes of 
sand or bags of marbles. The Evangelical 
fellowship which accomplished this owed 
its strength to the close adherence of 
Evangelical people to the foundation prin- 
ciples of the Christian Faith. They were

The same should be 
true to-day. Sometimes, as has been lately 
seen, a wave of holy enthusiasm has knit 
men together for a special purpose, and 
carried them over a crisis. Perhaps it was 
so because neither time nor thought could 
be given to questions which force themselves 
to the front in the ordinary course of work- 
day life, even among the best of Christians, 
and which, if not frankly faced, may quickly 
come to be a serious strain on the continuity 
and cohesion of spiritual work. The Bishop 
of Manchester has lately described a drift 
as the unintentional yielding to a tendency 
or current of thought without consideration 
of the direction in which it is going. He 
was speaking of one, the natural issue of 
which is the re-acceptance of every Roman 
doctrine (the spiritual supremacy of the 
Pope excepted) from which England purged 
herself at the Reformation. Yet probably 
not one in a hundred of the pious men who 
are drifting in the direction to which he 
referred have realised what that direction 
means. It is much the same with another 
drift.“ There are men of high scholarship 
and character who publicly assert that the 
Old Testament cannot be received by the 
Church to-day as having the same authority 
which it had for our Lord, or which has 
been accepted by the whole Church from 
His day to this; who reject much of the 
testimony of the Gospels and of the doctrines 
of the Apostolic writings, and who decline 
to recognise the miraculous even in the case 
of our Lord Himself. | 

No doubt those who have reached these 
lengths are still but few, and it is sometimes 
argued that their extravagance minimises 
the danger of their teaching. This is a 
mistake.

Dr. Willis tells us 
that in the past umrefiecting missionary 
enthusiasm caused a golden haze to gather 
round mission work. Now we look at 
things as they are, and we gain nothing by 
living in a world of dreams even if the 
awakening reveal nothing but a sordid and 
commonplace world. Accordingly, we are 
given a glimpse of the struggles of an 
infant Church with sin, superstition, and 
the clash of incoming civilisation. There 
are vices that sadden and half-Christianity 
which is accompanied “ by a very labyrinth 
of bewildering paths.” A conflict between 
the persistent power of an ingrained con- 
servatism and the touch of radical 
fanaticism im a new convert leads to 
problems that must be met and solved. The 
Bishop writes: “When a custom can be 
satisfactorily explained, and its sting with- 
drawn; where-it iß possible to eliminate 
from it the objectionable feature, by all 
means let it be retained.” This is wisdom.
